From the Legislature

An Act respecting the Sale 
of Farm Machinery has been 
introduced this afternoon, The 
farmers of this province have 
requested this legislation and 
should be pleased with it, I 
will outline a few of the pert- 
inent sections and then crite 
icize one section, The Act 
does not cover farm mach- 
inery sold by farmers, by 
auction sales, or executors 
or by public officials acting 
under judicial process, It is 
understood that é@very new 
piece of machinery sold shall 
be warranted to be 


(a) made of good material 

(b) properly construc- 
ted, both as to design 
and workmanship 

(c) in good working order 

(a) capable of performing 

in asatisfactory manner 
the work for which it is 
intended, subject to 
reasonable operating 
conditions and proper 
use and maintenance, 

(e) constructed so astoen- 

sure reasonable dura- 
bility, 

If a machine fails to operate 
in a satisfactory manner the 
purchaser must notify vendor 
by registered mail within 
Seven days of purchase or 
seven days after first used, 
Within 24 hours of receiving 
complaint the dealer or ven= 
dor must provide a suitable 
replacement for purchasers 
use until implement is made 
to perform in satisfactory 


manner, If original machine 
cannot be made to operate 
satisfactorily the vendor or 
dealer must replace machine 
or refund all monies to pur= 
chaser, The new Act states 
there must be repair parts 
in supply for 10 years, In my 
opinion this should be 20 years 
Repair parts must be avail- 
able within a reasonable 
length of time, however, 
dealer will not be held re= 
sponsible in cases such as 
strikes affecting aircraft, 
trains etc,

An inspector ofthe province . 


will now have the authority

pairs the dealer keeps, 

The section which annoys 
me the most is the one cover= 
ing penalties, It reads ‘‘A 
person who contravenes this 
Act is guilty of an offence 
and is liable to a fine of not 
more than $100,00 I will cer= 
tainly endeavor to have this 
raised to $500,00, ply a 
dealer isn’t going, t -out 
a new combine to a fa:mer 
whose newly purchased mach- 
ine fails to perform if he can 
get away with a one hundred 
dollar fine, 

With a couple of amend= 
ments I believe this can 
become excellent legislation 
- fair to both the farmer and 
the machine companies, 

I will mail this Act out to 
anyone who desires same,

were therefore led to petition the Council for 
such aid as it might be thought fit to afford, 
The Council by a majority of votes, granted 
10 pounds to be payable to the School Master 
himself; but in granting that sum, the Council 
wished it to be distinctly understood by all 
concerned, that it would not be continued; 


being given for the present year only, and that 
it was not to be drawn into a precedent, For 
the Council, while admitting the unquestion- 
able importance of education to the children 
of all classes in the community, were fully 
aware that the funds at their disposal would 
not admit ofsystematic grants being made for

Four years later, in 1869, the Honourable
